The Grip In Mexico. 


CITY op Mexico, Jan. 10.—There are 


hundreds of cases of the grip in this 
city and there has been no less than HOO 
deaths attributed directly to tliat cause 
bere within the past throe Tvecfcs, In 
the states of Oaxaco, Vcra Cruz, and 
Pueb-Io, the epidemic is very severe and 
in the city of Orizaba, the schools havo 
been closed uud many deaths occur 
daily. The common people are the 
worst sufferers, and in the mountain- 
ous regions the malady is the most 
severe. The fatality among tbe 1,200 
Chinese laborers employed on railroad 
constructions and on the coffee planta- 
tions in the state of Oaxaco has been 
very alarming. The epidemic is spread- 
Ing rapidly to tbe northern parts of the 
republic. 


SJg-niflcant Activity. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Jan. 10.— Commander 


Winslow of the torpedo boat Cashing:

Bank Officers Sentenced. 


CHESTON", Ia., Jan. 16.—About one 


year ago the Fontanelle bank, of Fon- 
tanelle, Ia., failed, owing depositors 
about $40,000. Wesley Tayloi- and A. 
E. Jackson, as officers of the bank, 
were indicted by the grand jury and 
arrested, and at the finishing of their 
trials, Wednesday, at Greenfield, they 
were found guilty of receiving deposits 
after having knowledge of tho bank's 
insolvency, and Judge McPherson sen- 
tenced each to four months in tho 
county jail and to pay a fine of 8500. 
A. E. Jackson is a son of James Jack- 
son, a prominent stock dealer of Chi- 
cago.

A Mexican Attack Upon an American 


Town threatened. 


SHATTER, Tex., Jan. 16.—The excite- 


ment here over the killing-, Thursday, 
of three Mexican thieves by a detach- 
ment of state rangers under command 
of Sergeant John A, Hughes, has not 
abated. 
Tbe thieves belonged to a 


desperate band of outlaws who have 
been operating: in this section for tbe 
past 
several 
months. They 
havo 


robbed the mines here of several thou- 
sand dollar*.' worth of silver ore, and 
have raided the riches and driven tbc 
cattle across the ;*Vev into Mexico. 


There is a large Mexican population 


who are greatly excited over the killing* 
of the thieves and threats of an attack 
upon the Americans here aro made. 
Tliia place was aaclced and partly 
burned by a band of Mexican bandits 
about a year ago, and the fears of the 
Americans are believed to be well 
founded. Tlio ranger company here 
will give all the protection possible ifl 
case an attack is made.

Recommending that the legislature 


make provision for the insane now in 
county jails, by erecting additional asy- 
Innm. 


Recommending that laws be enacted 


providing for the working of convicts on 
the public roads and streets. 


Recommending that delegates use 


their influence to secure the nomination 
of candidates to the legislature who lavor 
the resolutions adopted by the conven- 
tion in relation to the insane, and also 
such men as will vote to so amend the 
road law that different townships may be 
empowered to organize road districts for 
the construction of bard roads.

It is rinitc likely that the first large 


contract the company which is to sup- 
ply power from isingara Falls mil take 
for the delivery of power ut a distance 
from its central station will be to light 
the city of Buffalo. 
This will require 


3,000 horse power. The present value ol 
a horse power generated from steam in 
Buffalo is $35 per itnnum. 
The com- 


pany ia now willing to contract to fur- 
nish on its grounds at Niagara Palls 
horse power per annum of twenty-foui 
hour days at these rates: For 5,00( 
horse power, $10 per horse power; for 
4,500, $10.50; for 4,000, $11; and BO on 
down to 300 horso power, for which there 
will be charged $21 per horso power pei 
annum. 


If there be not a very great loss of 


power in tho transmission to Buffalo, it 
seems very likely that the company wil 
have no difficulty in underbidding any 
concern, now using steaiji as the motive 
power for the electric lights, as the loss 
by transmission is considerably less than 
20 per cent. About the use of water powe: 
of the great falls in Buffalo within a year 
or BO there can be no doubt. When ii 
shall be brought to New York is another 
matter, but abont that there are not so 
many elements of improbability as to 
estate men to scoff, for power has al- 
ready been transmitted electrically a 
great distance, and that, too, with rea- 
sonable economy.—Harper's Weekly.
